about ourselves, and will be proactive in finding 
out the causes and possible measures to safeguard 


ourselves. 


Therefore, we need to learn from the ‘Ulama and 
Mashayikh why these adversities occur and how 
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we can safeguard ourselves, and then meticulously 


follow their advices. 


2. Assist those Afflicted 


At times of natural disasters or crises, we should, 
without discrimination, give aid to those afflicted. 
Our Din teaches us that we should treat all humans 
with affection as they are our human brothers and 
sisters. Allah 3$ states: 
Allàh does not forbid you from behaving 
cordially and justly towards those (non- 
Muslims) who did not fight you because of 
religion and who did not drive you out from 
your homes. Verily Allàh loves those who are 
just. (60:8) 
Through reliable avenues, we should send our 
aid to both Muslims and non-Muslims and spend 
open-heartedly. Our aid should not be confined 
to only giving Zakah. Lillah and optional Sadaqat 
should also be given. Our affluence is at a level 
where, even if we were to spend all of our savings, 
we would not starve, as we have many resources 
available to us. However, those afflicted are at the 
mercy of the world; they only have us to support 
them. Therefore, we should spend as much as 
possible; rather we should endeavour to give more 
than what we may have intended and what we feel 


is our capability. 


Spending for the Pleasure of Allah 3$ is an extremely 
virtuous deed and has great spiritual benefits. It is 
for this reason that there are numerous verses of the 
Qur'an and endless Ahadith which command and 
encourage spending in the Path of Allah 3$. In one 
such verse Allah 3$ states: 


O believers! Spend (for the Pleasure of Allàh) 
from the pure things (Le. wealth) that you 
have earned... (2:267) 


Spending for the Pleasure of Allah 3$ will secure 
the goodness of both worlds. A person does not 
only excel in spirituality, but he also gains a return 
in this very world. Allah 3$ states: 
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Allàh destroys interest and increases charity. .. 
(2:276) 

Shaytan scares you with poverty and orders 
you to (do acts of) shamelessness, whereas 
Allàh promises you forgiveness from Hirn 


and (tremendous) bounty (an increase in 
provision) ... (2:268) 


Rasulullah 3* has stated: 
Sadaqah does not decrease wealth. (Muslim) 


Allah $$ has appointed an angel to supplicate for 
the one who spends: 


O Allah! Bestow a (good) return on the 
spender. (Al-Bukhari) 


An important note to bear in mind is that Islam 
encourages spending selflessly. The Ummah has 
been spending and continues to spend huge amounts 
purely for the Pleasure of Allah 8#. These days, a 
trend of encouraging spending on charitable causes 
by luring people to buy food from stalls, tickets 
to dinners and other events, is creeping into our 
society. These methods are rooting out the zeal of 
spending solely for the Pleasure of Allah 3€ without 
seeking any worldly return. It is important that we 
maintain the zeal of spending selflessly and pass it 
on to our children and the forthcoming generations; 
otherwise a time may come when people will stop 
spending unless there is some return. 


Therefore, it is necessary to create within ourselves 
and our children the quality of spending in the 
path of Allah 3$ selflessly, especially at times of 
adversities and also generally for the betterment of 
our hereafter. 


3. Make Du‘a 


Turn to Allah 3$ and make du'à with sincere 
conviction, because du'à is something we can all 
do. Du'à is an act extremely liked by Allah & as it 
represents the height of humbleness and submission 
to the Creator. Furthermore, Allāh 3€ loves us to

These verses speak about the condition of the 
believers (Mu’minin), female believers (Mu minat), 
hypocrites (Munafigin) and female hypocrites 
(Munafigat) on the Day of Judgment. Addressing the 
reader, Allah % says, “On the day (of Judgement), 
you will see the light of believing men and believing 
women run ahead of them and on their right hand 
sides. (They will be told) "Today you are given the 

glad tidings of gardens beneath which rivers flow, 


where you shall live forever.’ That is the supreme 
success,” 


On the Day of Judgement, every type of person will 
be present, the believer, the disbeliever, the hypocrite 
and the polytheist. The disbelievers and polytheists 
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12. On the Day (of Judgement), you will see the light of believing men and believing women run ahead 
of them and on their right-hand sides. "Today you are given the glad tidings of gardens beneath which 
rivers flow, where you shall live forever." That is the supreme success. 13. On that day the hypocrite men 
and hypocrite women shall say to the believers, "Wait for us so that we may have some of your light." 
It will be said, “Return from where you came and seek light there!” Then a wall with a door will be 
placed between them. Allah’s mercy will be on the inside while there will be punishment on the outside. 
14. They (the hypocrites) will call out to them (the believers), “Were we not with you?” They will reply, 
“Certainly, but you trapped yourselves in deviation, you laid in wait, you doubted and hopes deceived you 
until Allah’s command arrived. And the deceiver deceived you about Allah." 15. “Today ransom shall 
neither be accepted from you nor from the disbelievers. Your abode shall be the Fire and itis the worst 


will be in total darkness while the believers will be 
given a light by which they will be able to cross the 
bridge of Sirat. The intensity of light every believer 
will receive will depend on the amount of good 
deeds he carried out. As the believers will proceed 
ahead with the aid of their lights, the hypocrites will 
follow them. However, the hypocrites will fall far 
behind until they are left in total darkness. They will 
then plead to the believers saying, “Wait for us so 


that we may have some of your light.” 


However, “It will be said (to them), ‘Return from 
where you came and seek light there.’ Then a wall 
with a door will be placed between them. Allah’s 


mercy will be on the inside while there will be 
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punishment on the outside.” With this barrier in 
place, the hypocrites will be separated from the 
believers and will be unable to reach them. They 
will therefore be left in darkness. 


“They (the hypocrites) will call out to them (the 
believers), ‘Were we not with you?" 
The hypocrites live among the believers, perform 
Salah with them and even participate in Jihad 
expeditions with the believers. They will therefore 
question the believers for leaving them in darkness. 
The Believers will reply saying, “Certainly, but you 
trapped yourselves in deviation, you laid in wait (for 
a calamity to befall the Muslims), you doubted (the 
truth of Islam) and hopes deceived you until Allah's 
command arrived.” Then hypocrites anticipated that 
Islam will be short-lived and will not make any 
progress. Although they pretended to be Muslims, 
they actually bore enmity towards the Muslims. It 
is for this reason that they never became sincere 
Muslims and always hoped the worst for Islam and 
the Muslims. In this manner they led their lives 
“until Allah‘s command arrived” i.e. until death 
overtook them. When death overtakes a person, it 
is too late to make tawbah (repentance). In addition 
to this, “the deceiver deceived you about Allah.” 
The “deceiver” refers to Satan, who leads such 
people astray until they are unable to tell truth from 
falsehood. It will then be said to the hypocrites, 
“Today ransom shall neither be accepted from you 
nor from the disbelievers. Your abode shall be the 
Fire and it is the worst of places to return to.” The 
hypocrites shall also suffer eternal damnation like 


the disbelievers. (Durr-ul-Manthür) 


Although the verse mentions that the light of the 
believers shall be "ahead of them and on their right- 
hand sides” it does not mean that they will not have 
light on their left-hand sides. The following hadith 
mentions the light on their left-hand sides. A person 
once asked the Prophet 3$, “There must have been 
a great number of Ummahs between your Ummah 
and the Ummah of Sayyiduna Nüh #. How will 
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you be able to recognise your Ummah on the Day 
of Judgement?" The Prophet # replied, "Because 
of making wudü (ablution), the faces, hands and 
feet of my Ummah shall be shining bright. No other 
Ummah shall have this feature. I shall also recognise 
them by the mark of prostration on their foreheads. 
Another feature of theirs shall be that there shall be 
light ahead of them as well as on their right and left- 
hand sides." (Hàkim) 


*Allaàh's mercy will be on the inside while there 
will be punishment on the outside." 

While some commentators are of the opinion that 
this wall refers to the A 'raf, which will separate the 
believers from the disbelievers (and hypocrites), 
others maintain that it refers to another wall. The 
author of Ma'alim-ut-Tanzil writes that it is the wall 
between Heaven and Hell. Nothing conclusive can 
be said about the reason for the door in the wall or 
about how long it will remain. It is possible that 
the door could be there to facilitate communication 
between the people of Heaven and the people of 
Hell. Reference is made to this communication in 
Sirah As-Saffat where Allah 3% says that a person in 
Heaven will be asked, *Do you want to have a look 
at him (your disbelieving friend)? When he looks, 
he will see him in the midst of Hell. He will say, 'By 
Allah! You almost destroyed me. If it were not for 
the Bounty of my Lord, I would have certainly been 
from those brought forward (for punishment). ™ 
(37:54-57) 


It is also possible that the door refers to the door of 
Heaven through which the believers shall enter after 
separating from the hypocrites. It will remain open 
only until they all enter. Thereafter it will be sealed 
forever. Allah 3€ knows best. 


NOTE: Concerning the light of the believers on 
the Day of Judgement, Allah 3€ says in Sürah At- 
Tahrim, “On that day Allah shall not disgrace the 
Prophet and the believers with him. Their light shall 
travel ahead of them and on their right hand sides.

They will say, ‘O our Lord! Perpetuate 
our light for us and forgive us. Verily 
You have power over everything." 
(66:8) 


Although all good deeds are a source 
of light in the Hereafter, the Ahadith 
have mentioned certain deeds that are 
a special source of light. Sayyiduna 
Buraydah 5 narrates that the Prophet 3$ 
said, “Give the glad tidings of perfect 
light on the Day of Judgement to those 
who proceed to the Masajid in the 
darkness.” (At-Tirmidhi, Abü Dawid) 


Sayyiduna “Abdullah ibn “Amr ibn-ul- 
‘As $ narrates that the Prophet 3$ said, 
“For the person who performs Salah 
regularly, Salah shall be a light for him 
on the Day of Judgement, a proof (to 
his Belief) and a means of salvation for 
him. As for the person who does not 
perform Salah regularly, it will neither 
be a light nor a proof nor a means of 
salvation. Such a person will be raised 
on the Day of Judgement with the likes 
of Qarün, Fir'awn, his minister Haman 
and Ubayy ibn Khalaf” (Ahmad) 


Sayyiduna Abi Sa‘id Al-Khudri 4 
quotes from the Prophet # that, “The 
person who recites Sürah Al-Kahf on 
a Friday shall have light between that 
Friday and the next.” (Al-Bayhaqi) 


Sayyiduna “Amr ibn Shu'ayb 4 reports 
from his great grandfather that the 
Prophet % said, “Do not remove a white 
hair because it is a light of a Muslim. 
When a person grows a white hair as 
a Muslim, a good deed is recorded in 
lieu of it, a sin is forgiven for it and he 
is elevated a rank (in Heaven) because 
of it,” (Abi Dawid) 
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such a degree that He becomes

displeased when we don't tum 


to Him. Rasulullah 3€ states: 


Allah becomes angry with the person who does not ask 
from Him. (At-Tirmidhi) 
Moreover, one of the wisdoms behind afflictions and adversity 
is that we turn to Allah 36. Allah $5 states: 


And indeed We have sent (Prophets) to the nations 
before you, then We afflicted them with hardships and 
difficulties so that they may humble themselves. (6:42) 


Du'à expresses our total helplessness in front of Allah % 
and shows our complete dependency on Him, which is the 


reality of worshipping Him. It is for this reason Rasūlullāh 


35 States: 
Du'à is the essence of 'ibadah (worship). (At-Tirmidhi) 
Du'à is 'ibadah. (At-Tirmidhi) 
At times of crisis we only have one door to turn to; thus, 
we must use this great tool of du'a. If we find ourselves Ill- 


equipped to suppress oppression around the world, we should 


never forget we have the great weapon of Du à. 
Rasulullah 5€ said: 
Du'à is the weapon of the believer. (Al-Hakim) 


And when we find ourselves feeling helpless in the midst of 
these catastrophes then we should remember that Rasülullah 
3: has said: 
Verily, du'à is beneficial against that (affliction) which 
has descended as well as that which has not (yet) 
descended; so hold fast, O bondsmen of Allah, to du‘a. 


(At-Tirmidhi) 
So let us hold fast to these three points and utilise them to 
help ourselves and those in less fortunate circumstances. May 
Allah 36 grant us all the tawfiq and may He end the suffering 
of the oppressed and those afflicted by adversity. Amin.

WORST FORM OF FALSE SPEECH 


Sayyiduna Abii Hurayrah “ narrates that 
Rasülullah # said, “Abstain from suspicion, 
for suspicion is the worst form of false 
conversation. " (Al-Bukhari, Muslim) 
Commentary: The word 'zann' means to make a 
calculated estimate, to guess and assume. In this 
hadith, Rasülullah 3$ mentions a certain type of 
zann; that is suspicion and bad thoughts. More 
specifically, as Imam Al-Qurtubi = explains, 
zann in this hadith means: that suspicion wherein 
someone is accused of something, based on mere 


opinion and judgement, without having any clear 
evidence. 


Imam Abi Bakr Al-Jassas $$ mentions that there 
are four types of zann: 

|. Impermissible 

2. Necessary 

3. Preferable 


4. Permissible 


Impermissible 

To have evil thoughts regarding Allah 3$ e.g. 
Allàh 3$ will punish one or will send upon him 
calamities. 

Necessary 

To make a calculated estimate for those actions in 
Shari‘ah wherein clear proof has not been specified 
e.g. a person is travelling and the time for Salah has 
approached. However, one is unsure of the direction 
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of the Qiblah and neither is anyone present who has 
knowledge of this. In this situation it is necessary 
upon a person to make a calculated estimate of the 
direction of Qiblah in order to perform Salah. 


Preferable 

To have good thoughts regarding each and every 
Muslim. 

Permissible 

To act upon the estimate a person reaches when a 
person falls into doubt whilst carrying out an action 
of Shari'ah e.g. a person has doubt in the amount 
of raka‘at he has performed in Salah. Therefore, 


to make an estimate and continue accordingly is 
permissible. 


Question: In this hadith, suspicion has been 
attributed to be the worst form of false conversation, 


whereas suspicion is only limited to a person's 
thoughts? 


Answer: When a person doubts and is suspicious, 
different assumptions will cross his mind. These 
thoughts will instigate a person to spread these 
thoughts and assumptions to others. Due to these 
being based solely on estimate, a person will not 
realise that what he is spreading verbally is false 
and incorrect. This is the reason why Rasülullàh 


3€ mentioned suspicion to be the worst form of 
falsehood. 


This is why, unfortunately, we see today disputes 
occurring in many communications between two or 


more people. This concept of every person being 
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suspicious of another has diluted our minds the way 


poison streams 1n the body. 


Out of the many good possibilities a person could 
think of, Shaytàn injects his whispers into our 
minds and diverts our attention to the one defect 


which is only bold to that person alone. 


We also learn from this hadith that whatever the 
situation maybe, a person should defend himself 
from the evil thought of suspicion and rather 
think positively in order to cover it up. My most 
respected Hadrat, Mawlàna Muhammad Saleem 
Dhorat hafizahullah explains beautifully that if 
one was to see a person walk into a pub, instantly 
one will think negatively. However, the test 1s 
now; what does a person do after the thought has 
occurred? A person should come up with some sort 
of good assumption and excuse e.g. he has gone 
inside to look for someone or out of an emergency 


he has had to enter. If one cannot think positively 





then do not let the negative thought cross your 
mind and at that very moment turn towards Allah 
% and repent. 

If we hold fast to this teaching of Rasülullah 3 then 


all disputes and quarrelling that take place amongst 


us will soon come an end. 


ABUNDANCE OF DURUD 


Sayyiduna ‘Abdullah ibn Mas'üd & narrates 
that Rasilullah # said, “The closest to 
me on the Day of Qiyamah will be those 
who sent the most durüd upon me." (At- 
Tirmidhi) 

Commentary: We all claim to love Rasülullàh 55, 


however the question we must ask ourselves is, 


"Are we from amongst those who regularly send 
durüd (salat and salam) upon Rasilullah 3&?" If so 
then we will be from amongst those who will be 


closest to Rastlullah 5$ on the Day of Qiyamah. 


In another hadith we learn that on the Day of 
Judgement, a person will be with that person 
whom he loved most. And as is promised in the 
abovementioned hadith - the one who abundantly 
sends durüd upon Nabi = will be closest to him 


- It is a declaration that one has love for Rasulullah

Question: In what way will a person be closest to 
Nabi 3€? 


Answer: The Muhaddithin mention, 


|. This person will be worthy of the intercession of 
Rasülullah 23. 
2. The obvious meaning that a person will be 


physically close to Rasülullàh 3. 


Sending durüd upon Nabi # can take two forms; 
verbal or written. Whenever we make mention 
of Nabi 48’s blessed name or we hear his blessed 
name then we should send durud verbally (i.e. say 
sallallahu ‘alayhi wasallam). Similarly, if we write 
the name of Rasulullah 3€ then too we should write 
the “full” durüd (i.e. sallallahu 'alayhi wasallam). 
At all times, we must refrain from any sort of 
abbreviation as this is highly disrespectful. 
Hadrat Mawlana Ashraf ‘Ali Thanwi @ mentions 
that Allah % and His angels already send mercy 
and blessings upon Nabi 2%, hence, Nabi 5$ is 
not in need of our durüd. Rather, we are in need 
of sending durüd upon Nabi 2 as the numerous 
benefits and virtues are for the one who sends the 
durüd.

Believers are like a single person; if his eye is in pain his whole bod y pains, 
and if his head is in pain his whole body pains.

If the graveyard is far then there is no 


problem in taking the body in a vehicle. 


It is well-known amongst some people 


that when the wife passes away then 





the husband cannot see his wife’s face, 
nor touch her - so much so that he cannot lift her 
coffin - nor can he participate in her Janazah Salah 
or lower her body into the grave. Please inform us 
as to how correct these statements are? People say 
that the husband becomes a ghayr mahram after his 
wife’s demise. 


The husband can see his wife’s face after 

A her demise; [but] he cannot touch her. He 

can lift her coffin and can also participate 

in the Janazah Salah. In order to lower a female into 

the grave, her mahram relatives should be present; 

if they are not [present] then other people should 
lower her, the husband can be a part of this too. 


This is correct that as soon as the wife passes 
away, according to worldly rulings, the relation 
between husband and wife comes to an end; the 
status of the husband in one aspect becomes that of 
a “stranger”. 


[ have heard from some people that if 
either husband or wife pass away then 
the husband cannot see his deceased 





wife's face and the wife cannot see her deceased 
husband's face. And if the wife looks at the 
husband or the husband looks at the wife as their 
final glance [before he/she is buried] then what type 


of sin will this be [regarded as] in Islam?

Nowadays, mostly it has been seen that 


when the deceased has been lowered 





into the grave then a person goes into the 
grave and removes the kafan from the deceased's 
face; those standing around the grave take a final 
glance [of the deceased' s face] after which the face 
is covered. Is it permissible to show the face to the 


people in the graveyard or after the body has been 
lowered into the grave? 


The Noble Prophet 3€ said: 


A single Faqih (a person with sound Dini | knowledge) is more severe on Sha ytan than a 
| hundred worshippers. (At-Tirmidhi, Ibn Majah)

[and] some support should be placed 

on the back [i.e. behind the back]. It is 
contrary to the Sunnah to place the body on its back 
and only make the face towards the Qiblah.

This is why it 
is called ‘Al-Hijrah Al-Batinah’, the Hijrah of the 
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inner self, whereas the first two types of Hijrah are 
known as ‘Al-Hijrah Az-Zahirah’, the Hijrah of the 


external body. 


To carry out the Hijrah of the inner self, a person 
must refrain from all the unlawful demands of his 
base desires and must carry out everything that 
Allah 36 desires from him. A person will only be 


able to carry out this Hijrah if his inner self and 
soul are purified. 


A person carrying out Al-Hijrah Al-Batinah leaves 
pride and arrogance and moves to humbleness and 
humility. He leaves stinginess and miserliness and 
moves to generosity. He leaves oppression and 
moves to justice. He leaves hatred and moves to 
love, affection and compassion. He leaves every 
disobedience to Allah 3$ and moves to the total 


obedience to Allah %5. 


Which Hijrah is the Most Important? 


Of the three different types of Hijrah, the real and 

true Hijrah is the third type as the need for the first 

two types of Hijrah only arise when seeking to 

fulfil the third type of Hijrah. In Dar-ul-Fasad and 
Dar-ul-Kufr, it is not possible to leave that which 
Allah 3€ has forbidden. Therefore, a Muslim living 
there will need to migrate to Dar-ul- Amn or Dar-ul- 
Islam. If he is able to find such place, then he must 
migrate to it, in order to carry out the true Hijrah, 
i.e. leaving everything that Allah 3€ has forbidden. 


The physical Hijrah, whether it be from Dàr-ul-Kutr 
to Dar-ul-Amn or Daàr-ul-Kufr to Daàr-ul-Islám. has 
been ordained by Allah 35 to fulfil the third type of 
Hijrah. If the Muslims could have practiced the Din 
of Allah 36 in Makkah Al-Mukarramah under the 
rule of the polytheists of Makkah Al-Mukarramah, 
then there would not have been any need for them 
to carry out Hijrah to Habashah or to Al-Madinah 
Al-Munawwarah.

The True Muhajir

terminology of Shari'ah Hijrah is of three types: 





1) To leave Dar-ul-Fasad and migrate to Dar-ul-

2) To leave Dar-ul-Kufr and migrate to Dar-ul- 


Islam; and 


3) To leave everything that Allah % has made 
unlawful and become obedient to Him. 


The First Type of Hijrah: To Leave Dar-ul- 
Fasad and Migrate to Dar-ul-Amn 


Dar-ul-Fasad, also known as Dar-ul-Kufr, is that 
locality, city, or country where one is unable to 
practice Din freely; for example, one is prevented 
from acts of obedience to Allah % such as 
performing Salah, or one is compelled to commit

* Allah # says in the Glorious Qur'àn: "There ts no 
compulsion in faith." (2:256) i.e. No one can force

* In his early life, whilst in Makkah, the Prophet of 
Allah 3€ invited people towards the Din of Allah 
3&. Although the number of Muslims were very 


few, the Prophet 3$ did not compel anyone to 
accept Islam. 


* After migrating to Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah 
islam began to flourish. In the 6th year AH the 
Prophet 3$ was prevented by the Makkans from 
performing ‘Umrah. This resulted in a truce and a 


treaty was signed for ten years wherein there would

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be free interaction between the Muslims and the 
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Makkans. At this time, there were approximately 
1,200 to 1,400 Companions 4. 


* As time passed, peaceful interaction began to take 
place between the Muslims and the Makkans. The 
Makkans were now able to see, first-hand, the 
exceptional teachings of Islam and just after two 
years, when the Prophet 3% entered Makkah again 
he had 12,000 to 14,000 Companions 4 with 
him! 

e It is for this reason I always tell my friends that 
community cohesion and interaction is always 
good for Muslims. We should interact with the 
non-Muslims with Islamic morals, with Islamic 


traits and character as it will benefit Islam. 


»« Allah 4 further on says, "The correct way has 
become distinct from the erroneous. Now, whoever 
rejects the Taghut (the Rebel/the Satan) and 
believes in Allah 38...” (2:256) It is very clear 
for the person who studies Islam to distinguish 
between guidance and error; hence, for him to 
reject Shaytan and accept Allah 3$ becomes very 
easy.

Imam Ash-Shafi‘i = 


Imam Shafi‘i $$ was the student of Imam Malik &. 
He was also the student of Imam Muhammad $$, 
who was the student of both Imam Malik $ and 
Imam Abū Hanifah 5$. Imam Shafi‘i $$ acquired so 
much knowledge from Imam Muhammad * that 
he said about himself, “I acquired a camel's load 
worth of knowledge from Imam Muhammed 3$." 
(Ad-Durr An-Nagiyy) 





A point worthy of noting here is that unlike today, 
where students simply note down what they are 
taught, keeping majority of the knowledge jotted- 
down on paper, all of the knowledge acquired by 


these great Imams was memorised! 


A person once asked Imam Shafi‘i = that whilst 
searching for knowledge, how is your passion? He 
replied giving the following example, “If there is 
a woman who was blessed with a child after many 
years and then the child were to go missing; with 
how much enthusiasm would that mother search for 
that child?” Imam Shafi‘i 5$ further said, “When 
searching for knowledge, my passion is more than 
that of this mother!” 


His 'amal was with similar passion. Daily, in 
the month of Ramadan he would complete two 
Qur àns; one during the day and the other during 
the night. This would total sixty Qur'àns in this 
one month only. Moreover, this recitation would be 
recited in salah. His passion for ‘amal can also be 


understood from his following couplets: 
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There is no place of residence for a person 
after death, 
Except for that abode which he made before 
his death; 
If he makes it with good deeds then pleasant 
is this abode, 
and if he makes it with evil actions then its 
maker has failed.

He was once 
seen walking in search of 'ilm with papers and 
an inkpot in his hand. This was after such a 
time that even his students had become great 
luminaries. Upon this, he was asked, "Until when 
[will you continue to acquire knowledge] O Imam 
Ibn Hanbal?" He replied, "[I will enter] into the 
grave with the inkpot!” 


Imam Ahmad #’s ‘amal is as astonishing as his 
zeal for acquiring ‘ilm. When he had reached old 
age, he intended to get cupping done. Those present 
tried dissuading him from doing so by saying that 
he would lose much blood, thus, making him very 
weak as he had reached old age. Also, it was not 


that he was getting cupping done as a form of cure 
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from illness; rather he was doing it out of his zeal 
for practising upon the Sunnah. Imam Ahmad 
replied that he had acted upon all of the Ahadith 
which he knew except this particular hadith, in 
which there is mention of Nabi 3% having cupping 
done and in return giving the person one dinar (a 


gold coin). Thus, he finally acted upon this hadith. 


The abovementioned four great imams have all been 
accepted throughout the world as leaders of the four 
schools of thought in Figh (jurisprudence). Each of 
them has had a following since their respective 
times, and 95% of Muslims have been, through their 
own will and without any pressure from anyone, 
following one of these correct schools of thought. 
The secret behind their success: amongst many 
other things, the one thing certain is that they 
had both ‘ilm and ‘amal in their lives. 


Age Did Not Matter 


A noteworthy point, as can be learnt from the 
incident of Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal $$, is that 
in the past, the culture of acquiring ‘ilm was that 
one would acquire it from that person who was 
of a higher calibre and status in a specific field of 
knowledge, regardless of the age difference between 
the two. For this reason, it was very possible that 
a teacher could become the classmate of his own 
students as both could have been studying by the 
same teacher within another field of knowledge. 
For example, an elderly muhaddith who already 
had many students of his own, would still go 
and acquire knowledge from another fagih. It is 
possible that this faqih may have been younger than 
the muhaddith in age, but because this muhaddith 


was in need of acquiring the knowledge of figh, 
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he would go and present himself in front of this 


younger fagih. Moreover, the students who were 
studying hadith by this muhaddith could possibly 
become classmates of their own hadith-teacher as 
they could be attending the lessons of the same 


faqih when it came to acquiring the knowledge of 
figh! 


Imam Al-Bukhari * has quoted a statement of Imam 
Al-Mujahid = in his world-renown and famous 
book, Sahih-ul-Bukhari, “Neither the arrogant one 
nor the shy one will be able to acquire *ilm." This 
is because two individuals will be deprived from 
‘ilm: 

1. One who is arrogant; as such a person is not 


prepared to go against his ego and become the 
student of anyone. 


2. One who is shy; as such a person will not be 
able to benefit fully from the teacher as he will 
not ask the required questions to enhance his 
‘ilm. 

Imam Abū Hanifah = was once asked as to how 

he had acquired so much ‘ilm. He replied that he 

was never shy in seeking knowledge & benefitting 
from anyone and that he was never stingy with 
his knowledge. Whenever the opportunity came 


to benefit anyone from his knowledge, he never 
hesitated. 


From these a few incidents we can understand the 

importance both ‘ilm and ‘amal hold in order for 

one to acquire the ultimate success of the Akhirah 
- entry into the Gardens of Paradise. May Allah 3% 
create within each one of us such zeal for “ilm and 
‘amal and may He keep us treading in the footsteps 
of our pious predecessors $$. Amin.
